Gam Fisher, 2526 Malabar street, 
tn whose home Prohibition Enforce- 
ment Agent O'Leary confiscated «a 
quantity of moonshine brandy. faces 
three charges. Following the ar- 
raignment of Fisher on the charge 
of having twenty-two quarts of 
moonshine brandy, labeled with 
revenue stamps, seven quarts with- 
out labels, and fourteen one-galion 
demijohne of the liquor at his home, 
Maj. Frank R. McReynolds fled an 
additional charge of counterfeiting 
revenue stam 


missioner Long with Pete Sirach and 
Frank Traverse, charged with hav- 
ing in their possession a still and 
a large quantity of mash, found at 
227% Bailey street. In the first 
case Fisher's bond was fixed at 
$1000, in the counterfeiting case at 
$1500, and in the manufacturing 
case at $1000, making a total of 
$3500. Sirach and Traverse were 
held in $1000 bond each, and were. 
unable to furnish it. Officers who 
confiecated the still at the Bailey- 
street residence say it is the finest 
apparatus they have seized in the 
entire prohibition enforcement cam- 


paign. 

Following the arraignment, Stirach 
and Traverse admitted that they had 
been hired by Fisher to engage in 
distilling the moonshine, but dis- 
claimed any knowledge of the coun- 
terfeit stamps. They are tailors out 
of work, with families in New York. 
and the job was offered to them by 
Fisher, they assert, as a means of 
getting the necessary funds to go 
back East. 


They had bad luck from the start. 
There was some trouble about for- 
nishing the gas for the distilling 
operations, as Fisher is said to have 
neglected to pay the bill. Then the 
still broke down, and they had al! 
sorts of inconveniences, only about 
100 gallons of moonshine brandy 
being manufactured. The fathers of 
the men were distillers in Russia. 
According to the statements of 
the two men, the Balley- street place 
was used for the manufacture of 
the liquor, that was distributed from 
the Malabar-street home t Fisher. 
When arrested Fisher said he had 
obtained the liquor from a man 
from San Francisco.

Fulton's idea of a 
steamboat was ridiculed, and how 
many dreamed of the developed per- 
fection of the locomotive that time 
has wrought? 

_ STUDY AVIATION. 

Germany, which is nothing if not 
thorough, is taking a keen interest 
in the scientifie side of flying and 
ie planning the establishment of «a 
chair of aeronautics and aircraft 
construction in one of the technica! 
universities. Aviation activity in 
Argentina ie increasing steadily. 
Airplanes in large numbers and great 
varieties are being shipped into the 
country. They are to be used in 
school work and in the develop- 
ment of flying services between citics 
in the interior. 
The Air Board of Canada has for 
some time been conducting experi. 
mental flying operations in various 
sections of the Dominion in order 
to determine the possible uses of 
aircraft for civic purposes. The re- 
port, a most exhaustive one, lately 
published is most favurable to com- 
mercial aviation. 8 

Even in far-off Japan the govern- 
ment hae signified that its purpose 
is not te con: entrate its attention 
on military aviation to the neglect 
of civil aviation. The army will 
start thie year to train workmen in 
order te promote the manufacture 
of aircraft by private concerns. It 
will also trein civil pilote. Federal 
or State assistance would give «a 
great impetus to civil aviation here.

It is not encouraging to those who look 
to the coming disarmament conference to 
provide the machinery for a peaceful settle 
ment of all international questions affect- 
ing the Pacific area to find that a veritable 
propaganda of opposition to the adminis 
tration’s foreign policy has been organised 
by the Democratic press. Most of the lead- 
ing Democratic papers of the country are 
devoting a considerable portion of their 
editorial space to heckling the President. 
For them whatever he and Secretary 
Hughes propose is wrong. It is already 
apparent that they are looking forward to 
the 1922 Congress elections, that they are 
more concerned about Democratic victory 
im that year than about the success of the 
latest peace movement. 

They view the conference from à part! 
san angle and fear that if the Washington 
conference succeeds where that of Paris 
failed Democratic hopes will be blasted for 
a decade, so a successful disarmament con- 


! serence must be avoided at any cost. Such 


is the attitude of the Democratic newspe- 
pers and many of the party leaders in Con- 
gress. They have placed the fortunes of 
their party above those of the people of 
this country as a whole and of the world. 
All the deserving Democrats who have 
been separated from their jobs are busy 
knocking the present administration. Their 


terly defeat the disarmament plan— many 
of them would not hesitate to throw this 
country into a war with Japan if by so do- 
ing they would turn the Republican admin- 
istration out and get their old jobs back. 

President Harding has evinced his desire 
for governmental harmony by indicating 
that he will appoint a Democratic Senator, 
probably Senator Underwood, on the dis- 
armament commission. Now comes the 
Democratic press, led by the New York 
World, with a demand upon Senator Un- 
derwood that he shall decline the place. 
The World is very frank about it. In a re- 
cent editorial it asserted that: 

If Senator Underwood is named on 
the American delegation it will be for 
the express purpose of compelling Dem- 
ocratic Senators to accept any agree- 
mem that is reached, whether good ar 
bad, or else repudiate their minority 
leader. It the appointment is 
made the World trusts that Senator 
Underwood will refuse to serve. 
The function of the Democrats in this 
matter, if they have anything that re 
sembies a principle or purpose, is to 
keep themselves free administra- 
tion entanglements. 

The World attempts to justify this pos- 
tion in part by protesting against the selec- 
tion of Senators on commissions appointed 
to negotiate treaties. It avers that: “The 
practice is altogether reprehensible. It is 
a method which Presidents have taken to 
obtain in advance Senatorial adherence to 
debatable foreign policies and also by which 
Senators have managed to bludgeon Presi- 
dents into according them a power the 
Constitution never intended to cos on 
them.” 

In another editorial the President is cen- 
sured for the selection of Senator Lodge 
as one of the American commissioners by 
reason of certain of his utterances concern- 
ing Japan and its imperialistic aims during 
the debate on the ratification of the Ver- 
sailles Treaty. The World has searched 
the Congressional Record for extracts from 
the Massachusetts Senator's speeches which 
can be twisted to indicate that he is an 
enemy of the Japanese and would be offen- 
sive to their government as a member of 
the disarmament commission. 

Heckling has never been conducive to 
harmony, and it is apparent from these ex- 
tracts that the World is less concerned 
about the sunlight of peace than searching 
for possible spots on the sun. It is solely 
in the interest of harmony that the Presi- 
dent considers the appointment of the Dem- 
ocratic minority leader on the disarmament 
commission. And it is this spirit of har- 
mony that the Democratic press and poll- 
ticlans seek to avoid. They are putting 
party before country and would reject a 
vietory for universal peace if it should be 
won under Republican leadership. 

President Harding is following illustrious 
Republican precedent in appointing Sen- 
tors as disarmament commissioners. Two 
members of the Senate served on the com- 
mission that negotiated the treaty which 
ended the Spanish-American War. The 
World argues that such an arrangement is 
conferring on the Senators “a power that 
the Constitution never intended to confer 
on them.” But the stubborn fact rémains 
that, whatever the intent of the framers of 
the Constitution, they DID accord to the 
Senate a power equal to that of the Prest- 
dent in making peace treaties. When the 
Constitution conferred on the Senate the 
power to reject treaties and required a 
two-thirds vote for ratification it gave that 
body, inferentially, the power to influence 
the negotiating of treaties. 

The Times regrets exceedingly that the 
Democratic press should show an inelina- 
tion to make a political issue of the dis- 
armament conference; that the Democrats 
should seek to “keep themselves free from 
administration entanglements.” For that 
means to avoid a co-operation of the two 
leading political parties on an issue on 
which political lines should not be drawn. 
Although a Republican newspaper, The 
Times, in the interest of the national good, 
Supported the Versailles Treaty, negotiat- 
ed by a Democratic President, and urged ite 
ratification on Republican Senators. It now 
asks the Democratic press of the country 
to take a similar attitude in regard to the 
disarmament conference. It hopes that 
Senator Underwood will be appointed and 
that he will accept the place. It hopes 
that Democrats and Republicans will forget 
for the time party differences and unite for 
the cOMmon good. If the leaders of the 
two parties will co-operate loyally to make 
the conference a success their action will 
take the iseue wholly out of politics. 

The Times does not hope for an admin- 
istration victory or for a Republican vie- 
tory in the pending peace negotiations; it 
hopes for a victory for the principles enun- 
ciated in the Versailles Treaty, expressed 
by President Wilson in his admirable mes- 
sages and addresses on the subject of world 
peace and reaffirmed by President Harding 
and Secretary Hughes in extending an in 
vitation to the four other great powers to 
take part in disarmament. The Times ex- 
horts the Democratic press to confine its 
heckling to the internal policies of the Re- 
publican administration. Let there be a 
truce to partisan activities in approaching 
the most momentous question before the 
world today, that of international peace.

| B * ENOUGH FOR AL. 

The conquest of the Colorado River ts 
an enterprise stupendous enough to chal- 
lenge the ambition of the most progressive 
Americans. The project to harness the 
mighty stream is huge in its most essen- 
tial aspects. Engineering investigations 
show that it is feasible and practicable— 
that no serious difficulties stand in the way 


attractive beyond measure. It is doubtful 
if even the Panama Canal has contributed 
or will contribute as much to the wealth 
and development of the nation as wil! 
crue from the controlled river. Control of 
the river wil] remove the menace of 
It will water and make fertile many h 
dreds of thousands of acres of the 
fertile land on earth. Above all, it 
give power—power in more senses 
one. 

Control of the Colorado River will add 
50 per cent to the developed hydroelectric 
energy of the United States. It will fur- 
nish that great desideratum of modern-day 
industry, cheap power. With dams built, 
power plants and transmission lines in- 
stalled there will be power enough to turn 
the wheels of industry all over the South- 
west, so that every commanity will be d. 
rectly” benefited. | 

Engineering studies show that, adequate 
ly controlled, this giant stream wil! furnish 
enough water to irrigate all the lands that 
are so located that they can be irrigated 
and will furnish power for the needs of all 
the communities within the radius of power 
transmission. 

Plenty of cheap power will conserve the 
oil supply to the use of the navy and mer- 
chant ships. It will foster and build up 
existing industries and attract others Yn 
countless numbers. Itewill strengthen the 
Southwest as a whole and the communities 
that compose it. It will bring power and 
wealth to the Southwest and thereby 
strengthen the sinews of the nation. 


Contemplating a project so embracing, 
with such vast possibilities, it would seem 
intolerable that bickering aad dissension 
should be permitted to delay the beginning 
of the job. Small or selfish attitudes are 
too ignoble and too unprofitable to be per- 
mitted to enter into a situation franght witb 
such tremendous possibilities for good. 


There has been too much controversy in 
the past and too little earnest endeavor to 
bring about consummation of the project. 
With the recent establishment of a United 
States Power Bureau and the esactment of 
power laws the way seems to be open for 
early and effective action toward under 
taking the work primarily as a power en- 
terprise. The enormous a t benefits 
of flood control and tncreased food produe 
tion can thus be secured with a maximum 
of advantage and a minimum of cost. In 
fact, it appears that Imperial Valley and 
other agricultural communities of the Boutb- 
west will be better able to get the results 
desired by them and with less financial ob- 
ligation if the work is undertaken as a 
power project than if it wete bandied pr. 
marily as a reclamation or irrigation pro 
ect. 

Almost every community in the South- 
west is interested in the venture. Bach of 
them has its own desires and ambitions in 
the matter. If there were only water 
enough and only power enough for one 
community to the exclusion of others, con- 
troversy over comtrol might reasonably be 
expected. But th&t is not the case. There 
is water enough and power enough for all. 

With the full, ultimate development of 
the river there will be power enough for 
Denver, El Paso, Los Angeles and all the 
smaller communities. There will be enough 
for the railroads, for mines and other en- 
terprises in the territory between these 
cities and enough for additional industries 
and for more mines that will be opened 
and operated because the cheap power is 
available. 

If the enterprise is consummated and the 
river placed under control the direct bene 
Ats will accrue abundantly to all the com- 
munities. If, through bickering and diesen- 
sion, the start of the work is indefinitely 
delayed, there will be no benefits for any- 
body. All the Southwest and the commu 
nities within its borders will have lost one 
of the greatest and most wonderful oppor- 
tunities given to man. 

Los Angeles, through the foolish and mis- 
taken activities of a few public-ownership 
taddists and extremists, has been placed in 
the unfortunate position of being the chief 
center of controversy. These men do net 
speak for the people of Los Angeles and 
there is no real desire on the part of Los 
Angeles as a city to monopolize the power 
of the Colorado River, but their campaign 


and of the neighboring communities of 
Southern California. - . 


The discussion of the merits of the pro}- 
ect has reached @ critical stage. Govern- 
ment action has opened a practical way to 
undertake the work. Dissension, so small 
as to be ignoble. threatens to close tht door 
thus opened. it is a matter of such tre 
mendous concern to the people that every- 
thing possible should be done to clear the 
way so that the people of this generation 
can reap the rich benefits that will accrue 
from the harnessed stream. 

The communities of the Southwest are 
disturbed over the present situation to the 
point of exasperation. Their in will is be- 
ing directed against Los Angeles, even 
though Los Angeles as a city does not de- 
serve it. For the sake of the friendly re- 
lations with sister communities as well as 
the sake of the great project something 
ought to be done. 

The Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
has stepped into the breach for the benefit 
of Southern California many times in the 
past. It has handled many situations juat- 
ly and effectively and has thereby been a 
notable factor in the rapid development of 
Southern California. It is natural, there 
fore, that the communities of the South- 
west are looking hopefully te the Los An- 
geles Chamber of Commerce in the present 
distressing situation. 

The chamber can be particularly helpful 
by expressing the rea! attitude of the peo 
ple of Los Angeles and by making it clear 
that the activities of a coterie of faddists 
do not by any means reflect the sentiment⸗ 
of the citizens of this city. 

With so many people looking to the cham- 
ber for leadership and guidance it would 
seem that that influential organization 
should do everything it can to eliminate 
dissension and hasten the start of actual 


work. For the sake of the people of Los 


has aroused the antagonism of other States 
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Angeles and of the people of all the South- 
west it is ardently to be hoped that the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce will be 
able to intervene ably and effectively. 


FISHUMEN IN THE FPORETRONT. 

Three Welshmen bold pivotal posts 
t@lay in the English-speaking empires; and 
their records would have pleased that ex- 
cellent poet and critic, Matthew Arnold, 
had he survived till now. Over half a cen- 
tury ago he was chosen by the adminie- 
trators of his beloved Oxford to deliver his 
world message as professor of poetry in 
the Sheldonian Theater; and the subject 
he chose was “Celtic Literature.” His fa- 
ther, the great Dr. Thomas Arnold, was a 
Saxon of the Saxons, hailing from King Al- 
fred's town of Winchester; and the outside 
mind whieh influenced him most was that 
of Bunsen, Prussian thinker and statesman, 
author of “God in History.” Bunsen was 
Ambassador to London during these Victo- 
rian years when there was a close relation- 
ship between London and Berlin. The in- 
fluence of the Gerniag Prince Consort was 
then at its height @nd «a worthy Crown 
Prince wedded the Princess Royal. But 
Dr. Arnold married a lady with a Cornish 
name, a Penrose, and so Matthew Arnold 
got a strain of Celtic blood in his veins 
through his mother; and his first love was 
& Frenchman, the Marguerite of his early 
lyrics. 

And so, with a poet and a critic's in- 
stincts, he turned away from the clumsier 
and more didactic Germanic mind to the 
subtler and more social Celtic spirit. Wales 
had kept up her national traditions through 
music and song in the great national Els 
teddfod, where her bards and harpists were 
welcomed and honored; and the gathering 
had made @ profound impression on the 
younger Arnold when he visited it. It was 
a national academy, without the cold air of 
aloofness and superiority. It gave voice 
to the soul of the people; and the world is 
beginning to understand that a psychology 
based on individualism and mere intellec- 
tual investigation is inconiplete and is apt 
to dwarf or brutalize. At the Bisteddfod 
the Welsh people learned to think and as- 
pire as a unit, and their manhood and 
womanhood got strengthened. This is the 
important fact grasped by Matthew Arnold, 
which gives life to his lectures on “Celtic 
Literature.” 

His great and good father was not Prus- 
Ssianized; his friendship with Bunsen acted 
the other way. It was a grandson of the 
Chevalier who, as an Englishman bred and 
born, was handling British affairs at Vien- 
na when the war broke out. His family 
were of that type of German who had no 
sympathy with the autocratic methods of 
Bismarck. Many such liberals came to 
this country seventy years ago and made 
the best of citizens. 

This grasp of the spiritual element in 
national life, though it takes a musical and 
literary form, also strengthens the political 
faculties, producing statesmen of high char 
acter. The fact is not generally known 
that Oliver Cromwell was a Welshman by 
descent and that he got bis surname 
through his maternal grandparent. lu the 
sixteenth century a Welshman from Gt 
morganshire, named Morgan Williams, set- 
tled in England and his son married the 
Cromwell hetress. Their son took his moth. 
ers name. The Great Protector had all 
the idealism of his father’s race. 

Nearly all those proper names which end 
with “s” are Davis. Rich- 
ards. Dickens; for it was the custom in 
Wales to call the son of William or David 
or Richard by the name John Williams or 
Tom Davis or Hugh Richards or Charles 
Dickens. St. David ts, of course, the patron 
saint of the princtralitv. A Welshman. Da- 
vid Mughes, came across the Atlantic be 
fore the Civil War and, settling in this 
country, called hie boy Charles Evans. 
Born to a hich conception of social and 
national life, Charlies Evans Hughes rose 
to prominence in his profession of law and 
was twice chosen Governor of the Empire 
State. He proved himself a noble law- 
maker and law Interpreter; and very near 
ly led the Republican party to victory ten 
years ago. Today he is proving as Sec 
retary of State a master of high diplomacy 
and one of the bulwarks of the Cabinet 
Another Haghes is pilot of the Australian 
political vessel.

Throughout Albion.

LONDON, Aug. 15.—The rapidity 
with which the female of the spe- 
cles responds to her environment, 
that is, is affected by, for example. 
such matters as short skirts or none

girl workers in a certain large in- 
dustrial establishment where socio- 
logical work is very carefully con- 
ducted.

INTERESTING DETAIL. 


An interesting sociological detail) 
is that fewer giris, despite the mania 
r men which necessarily sweeps 
British womanhood in these days of 
male shortage and female plethora, 
have been what is called “in trou- 
ble’’—actually fewer, although the 
working force has been increased. 
This is attributed by the inves- 
gators, not necessarily or probably 
to a betterment of morals, but to an 
increase in strength of character and 
wisdom directly attributable to the 
new self-reliance of the British 
country girl, born of her induction 
Into organied industry where “crowd 
association” not only supplies her 
with protective information, but “by 
keeping her mind industrially occu- 
pied saves her from too much and 
dangerous reflection upon topics 
likely to absorb the minds alike of 
adolescent boys and girls who spend 
much time in solitude or, as on the 
farmis in the old days with no com- 
panions but one or two of about their 
own age and of their own sex.” 
‘ were is another important point (if 
rue: 

“The general crowd mixture of the 
sexes in indugtry seems to tend tow- 
ard better morals, for such crowd as- 
sociation dulh sex hunger, which in 
the old days largely was satisfied by 
association in ‘solitude of two.’ " 

This, it is argued, makes a strong 
point for coeducation. 

An astonishing detail of the report 
is utter condemnation of the “two, 
three or four-girl sleeping rooms,” 
and an indorsement of the dormitory 
system, which is said to be far bet- 
ter for the giris’ psychology in many 
ways, and cheaper for the employer. 
One of superiorities is that reve- 


essarily made in dormitories tend to 
make girls careful of personal clean 
liness and neatnéss of undergar- 
ments. 
NEVER HAD SEEN A BATHTUR. 

In this connection it is notable that 
a considerable percentage of the girls 
employed never have actually seen a 
stationary bathtub. Of those who 
said that they had seen one, “most of 
them had been employed as maids in 
hotels or large houses; they never 
seen stationary bathtubs at 
home.” One per cent of these works 
ing giris took daily baths in spite of 
lack of real conveniences for therm. 
Eleven per cent knew the Lord's 
Prayer.

Was Favorite in Mexico and 
Believed in Its Future.

Asked the outstanding character- 
istic of Bpes Randolph, the man, as 
distinguished from Epes Randolph. 
the builder, the achiever of endur- 
ing works nobly planned, I should 
answer, as one privileged to be 
called his friend, his unshakable 
serenity. It was a sereneness ac- 
quired at what cost of broken hopes 
and visions defeated of accomplish- 
ment by the physical frailness that 
waa, through more than half of the 
years of his life, his handicap, only 
those who knew him best may 
realize in fullness. 

What every one—manwoman and 
child whose life touched his— 
sensed, rather than saw, was a fel- 
low-being whose galiant placidity of 
bearing was the outer sheathing for 
deep springs of warm human sym- 
pathy: eprings which, as often as 
tapped, gave forth in abundance to 
all who were heavy laden. What 
the discerning few knew was that 
the man's poise was the measure, 
as it was the outcome, of his own 
victory of the spirit over a fate so 
adverse that it would have warped 
and embittered a nature less strong 
and less sweet. More than it is 
given to most mortals to be, was 
Epes Randolph captain of his soul. 


HAD DEATH SENTENCE. 


“For forty-five years,” he said, in 
one of the last sentences he wrote 


that thirty years of his labor, the 
fruits of which are being garnered 
at the moment by millions in the 
Southwest of his adoption and in 
the Republic of Mexico, where he 
visioned and achieved great projects, 
wal performed in the face of a death 
sentence. With the verdict of the 
foremost American specialist in his 
allment ringing in his ears-—the 
pronouncement that his term of life 
was limited to a few months, a 
year or two, at most—he turned, 
thirty years ago, from the pleasant 
land of his orefathers in which. 
of all names, the one he bore is the 
most distinguished, as it is the 
most signally identified with the 
history of colonial Virginia, to what 
was in 1881 the undeveloped and 
unlovely desert country; to start, 
should a fresh lease on existence 
be given him, life over. 

It is a truism that those whose 
sacrifices are most far-reaching bury 
them deepest. It was an integral 
part of his true greatness as a man, 
that Epes Randolph never rebelled 
audibly against the fate that, at the 
moment the career for which the 
strenuous years of his young man- 
hood had been a time of probation 
was on the eve of realization, sent 
him forth, broken in physical 
strength, to pioneer in a strange and 
forbidding land. His glory it is, in

The story of his achievements as 
an engineer and an empire bullder; 
the record of the brilliant and pa- 
tient effort on his part by which 
*he desert was transformed into the

Epes Randolph, the delightful com- 
panion, with his marvelous fund of 
information, his scintillating humor, 
his aptitude for individualizing, in 
his own mnd, every man and woman 
with whom he came in contact. It 
leaves out of account the magnetic 
personality that bound with hoops of 
steel to himeelf the devotion of each 
of his hundreds of employees and 
subordinates. It leaves out of ac- 
count Epes Randolph, the good citi- 
zen, who gave generously of his time 
and his strength to the furthering, in 
all ways, of the interests of the city 
and State of his adoption, and where 
the fragrance of his memory wil! 
endure. With him, as Browning 
wrote, “Death has done all death 
can.” To all who knew him his 
life was an inspiration, as the re- 
membrance of it is a benediction.

Harris M. nehue, in speaking 
of the remarkable test run, said: 
“I expected a great deal from the 
Apperson on this run, but its «ac- 
tual performance certainly was 
more than 1 had expected.

T 1S THE opinion of swine breeders and 
dealers in swine and pork that the swine 
raising industry in California is on a 


more solid foundation than it has been for 


many months. There is much activity at 
the breeding plants, a greater demand for 
foundation stock and a better feeling gen- 
erally. Higher prices for pork and lower 
costs for feed insure the intelligent swine 
raiser a profit. With barley at a cent per 
pound and pork at 12 cents, the producer 
is far better off than with pork at 16 cents 
and bariey at 4 cents, prices that prevailed 
not long ago. 

A year ago many swine breeders and feed- 
ers were down in the mouth and discour- 
aged. They were losing money and many 
of them quit and sold out at a loss because 


through the financial clouds. Today those 
same breeders are berating themselves be- 
cause they lacked faith in an industry that 


valuable assets in our great agricultural 
system. The high price of feeds a year 
ago, to be sure, was the cause of most of 
the gloom, and most breeders found it al- 
most impossible to retain their herds at 
normalcy. However, many of them re 
tained enough brood sows to insure a fair 


crop of pigs and at the same time culled|

TO POULTRY SUCCESS. 


Prevention is better than cure in the 
poultry business as in any other depart- 
ment of life. Filth, dampness, improper 
ventilation, improper feeding and introduc 
ing infected birds into the yard are com- 
mon causes of disease. Clean the dropping 
beards daily and then sprinkle them with 
road dust, coal ashes of land-plaster to ab- 
sorb the liquid excrement. New straw 
should be put into the nests every two or 
three weeks or oftener, especially if it be 
comes damp or dirty. Whitewash the quar- 
ters once a year at least, late in summer 


or early im the fall. 


Free range and plenty of shade, especial- 
days, are necessary if 
chickens are to grow rapidly and develop 
into vigorous fowls. Growing chickens that 
have free range find quantities of green 
feed, bugs, worms and other things, there 
fore require less grain, and they are less 
disease.

There is but a slight difference in the ac 
tions of our common deciduous in this 
respect, but if one has persimmons, it should 
be remembered that the fruiting branches 
are the same season's wood, and that much 
care should be used-in pruning them. We 
failed to get fruit on our Japanese persim- 
mon until a Jap told us about the habits of 
the persimmon in Japan. He looked at the 
tree and sald it had been pruned wrong, fold 


magnificent fruit. We now prune it early in 
January, taking off the heavy, old wood and 
leaving the newer with promising buds on 
it. As soon as the weather warms up these 
buds sprout out and in a few weeks are 
filled with fruit blossoms. They require plen- 
ty of water when setting their fruit. 

Peaches have been treated similarly to 
apricots with similar results. We do not 
prune them quite as heavy as the apricots, as 
the leaves do not appear to shade the fruit 
as well. The aim with peaches is to get the 
tree to spread without getting too many lat- 
eral branches. Try to train it to grow its 
main branches more upright, 
branches that grow down, and almost 
straight out, to a point where there is a bud 
that will grow up. Pears and plums that are 
naturally of an upright growth should be 
prvned to spread. 

The method of pruning should be modi- 
fied with each variety according to its habit 
of growth. If this is done and judicious sum- 
mer pruning is carried out, it will only be 
necessary to go over the trees in the winter 
to cut out interfering branches and shape 
up where it was missed by reason of the 
leafy covering, and the fruit will pay the ex- 
tra effort many fold.

The corn ordinarily is hauled to the cutter 
on common, flat hay racks. The low-wheeled 
wagon is much preferable to the high one. 

If the silage cutter and lifting machinery 


white enamel,| have not been selected, every effort should 


be made to get machinery which has suffi- 
cient or excess capacity. The mistake is 
often made of getting an outfit that is too 
small, thus making the operation of filling 
the silo very slow and interfering with the 
continuous employment of the entire force 
of men. A number of satisfactory silage 
cutters are on the market. The chief fea- 
tures to be considered in a cutter are that 
it is strongly made and will cut fine. 
Opinions differ as to the fineness to which 
silage should be cut. The length varies from 
one-fourth to one inch. The latter is a little 
too long, as the pieces do not pack so close- 
ty in the silo, and they are not so completely 
consumed in feeding as the shorter lengths. 
On the other hand, the longer the pieces the 
more rapidly the corn can be run through 
the cutter. Fine cutting and thorough tramp- 
ing are needed if it is desired to make the 
best quality of silage and fill the silo to its

On many farms a set of harness lasts less 


frequently. 
than ten years. Where eight or ten horses 
are kept this means one new set of ess 


every year. But properly 
cared for, will last twenty years or more. In 
every neighborhood there are cases where 
farmers are cutting their harness bills in 
half by giving the leather a cleaning and 
oiling occasionally. 

Any leather, improperly used and neglect- 
ed, will deteriorate rapidly. Belts for driving 
machinery, for example, often become im- 
paired, if not useless, within a few years, 
even on straight drives, but when they are 
kept clean and oiled, they will last from ten 
to thirty years. 

Harness that is too light, or of poor qual- 
ity, cannot give many years of service. In 
selecting harness, it is more economical to 
get a set that is too heavy than one which 
is too light for the work required. Make sure 
especially that the reins, breeching, hold. 
back straps, tugs or traces, bellybands, and 
yoke straps are strong. A runaway team 
cannot be controlled with weak reins, nor 
will weak tugs and straps stand heavy work. 
No portion of the harness should show 
cracks on the grain side, when the leather is 
sharply bent.

A news item the other day spoke of an 
Oklahoma town that was built on a deposit 
of fossil fish eggs, which through the 
processes of nature had been converted into 
limestone.

But science itself ig puzzled to 
know the reason why of this peculiar forma- 
tion, ome theory being that the limy ma 
terial was precipitated from sea water in 
the shape described by the action of certain 
bacteria. There is a great deal of this 
“oolite” to be found along the shores of the 
Great Salt Lake, in the form of sand.—

Here one 
of the doctors gave him some good 
as follows: 

“As for pilis and boluses and bottled 
“goods, guaranteed to reduce your weight, 
and as for all these patented treatments 
and proprietary preparations which you see 
in the papers—bah! Either they 
are harmiess mixtures, in which event 
they'll probably do you no serious injury, 
but will certainly do you no real good; or 
else they contain drugs which, taken to ex- 
cess, may cut you down in size but have 
the added drawback of very probably cut- 
ting short your life.” 

Finally, Cobb asked how he should eat. 
“Ah, that,” said this physician, “Is another 
question. That is not in my line. You 
must go to a diet specialist.” 

Fancy a man who pretends to be a phy- 
sician not being able to tell a patient what 
to 


eat. 

Here Cobb's latent intelligence began 
function. As the doctors couldn't teach 
him anything, he determined to investigate 
for himself. He read many books, and 
found that professional dietetians differ 
radically. So he adopted the common- 
sense method of cutting down the amount of 
his food’ 50 to 65 per cent and cutting out, al- 
most entirely, cereals, sweets and fats. This. 
of course, involved suffering, and there was 
some backsliding, but he persevered. He 
was on a lecture tovr, and feared that the 
cure would interfere with his work. On the 
contrary. the first evening found his voice 
much more clear and his mind more alert. 

The result was that he reduced his weight 
from 236 to 197 pounds, and has set his 
limit at 185 pounds.

In the Philosophy of Health, a 
published in Denver, J. H. Tilden, M.D., 
writes: 

“The eager, swaying, rapt and expectant 
throng is as necessary to the accomplish- 
ment of the desired end as is an electric 
There must be a 
thrill in the very atmosphere, in order to 
start, multiply and intensify the harmonious 
psychological vibrations which can be gen- 
erated only in a receptive crowd of people. 
Each individual in the audience having been 
subconsciously generating an actuating cur- 
rent, by following printed accounts of un- 
usual happenings, and adding thereto during 
each moment of waiting anticipation, and 
expectancy, the only thing needed is the 
pressing of the button by the healer, and 
all becomes active, but invisible, motion. 

“Superstitions still have a firm hold on the 
human mind, and playing upon man's emo 
tions is a pastime indulged in by some who 


masses. This he terms ‘herd credulity.’ It 
is a form of delusional which 
brushes reason aside and enthrones itself 
temporarily even in those whose everyday 
cosmos is apparently on an even keel. This 
is especially true of psychic phenomena set 
in motion by vibrations attuned to religious 
impulses. Backed by 4 force already ex- 
istent-—-that of religious fervor — the road 
having been paved through all the ages by 
a childlike and simple desire to pay hom- 
age to and reverence the unknowable, all 
that is needed is a material setting, and a 
forceful personality, fired by religious seal 
and fervor, to bring about changes of a 
seemingly impossible nature.

“What happens? The ‘miracle’ is not ex- 
pressed in the result obtained so much as in 
the generative force that impelled so pow- 
erful a physical reaction to mental exalta- 
tion. The bodily secretions have never be- 
fore been so potent. Never before have they 
been permitted to exercise their re- 
storative power, because of years of slum- 
ber and depression. Never before has na- 
ture’s inherent healing power been excited 
to exert its full force. The divine essence 
within, the unleashed life that is every 
man's inheritance, has overcome the distem- 
per that has been stored up for years, and 
the transformation is apparently, for the 
time being, complete. The miracle came 
from within, the inspiration from without. 
Only those are helped whose faculties are 
still responsive and capable of exaltation. 
“The duration of the ‘cure’ will be in keep- 
ing with the individual's power to sustain 
and hold the new sensation. There will be 
more lapses by far than permanent better 
ment. If depressed or morbid mentality 
alone is at the bottom of the physical fil, 
there is a chance of relative permanency, in 
purely functional cases. Organic changes 
may be seemingly benefited for a short time, 
through collateral or supportive influences 
that are incapable of sustained effort. And 
no kind of miracle can be more than a pass- 
ing delusion, if physical forces cannot be 
made to co-operate, and degenerative proc 
esses checked by correcting ‘causative
